Wallpaper Retailers Ask 


Paperhangers to Accept Cut 


Instead of Raise in Wages 


The retail wallpaper dealers of the 


city today submitted to tholr em- 
ployes, members of Local Union No. 
999, Brotherhood of Painters, Decora- 
tors and Paperhangers of America, a 
scale of wages which provides Tor an 
average reduction of 12 Mi per cent 
from tho existing scale, aa their an- 
swer to the demand for an increase 
ranging from 10 to 20 per cent, as 
would result from an acceptance of 
the scale submitted by tho union a few 
days ago. 


Under tho latter scale employes 


working by the piece would receive 
from 20 to 75 cents per single boll, 
and 85 cents an hour for repair and 
clay 
work. 
Consumers 
wouUl 
be 


charged not less than flvc cents per 
bolt additional and 25 cents per hour 
additional tor day work. 


Tho scale agreed to by O. S. Gettys, 


Ernest Hobbins, Fred V. SchniiU, Art- 
man & Work and M. llornardo, lelall- 
ora, would give employes IB to 30 
cents per roll for piuco work, accord- 
ing to grade, and 75 cents per hour for 
painting and repair work by the day. 
Charges to consumers would be five 
cents per roll and 2fi cents per hour 
additional, same as under the union 
scale. Thc custom of employers fur- 
nishing paste and tools and moving to 
and from jobs would be continue*! by 
the employers. 
The cxtias or five 


cents a roll for papering kitchens, 
bath rooms and halls when papered 
without other work In a house, and 
cutting to angle or molding aro al- 
lowed same as in the scale submitted 
by the uniou.

Needed

If there Is any llkellhocd of a re- 


duction in freight rates a» a. result of 
the hearing now- Ucing conducted by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
that botfy should hasten Its action In 
the matter so as to have it become ef- 
fective at tbe same time ns the lorth- 
coming agreement with I h c union 
miners. 
Failure to havi; the two 


agreements become effective at tho 
same time will mean a loss in the 
coal year of sncb time as elapses be- 
tween the effectiveness oC the two set- 
tlements. 


If the miners accept a wage cut thiU 


becomes effective April 1 and if tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission or- 
ders a freight rato reduction that b 
comes effective June 1, tlio operation 
of the coal mines in the tmicrnh 
territory will practically come to a 
halt tor two months, blniply because 
the coal buying public In not going to 
be satisfied with the price reduction 
brought about as a result of the low- 
ered wage, but is going to wait undl 
the rate reductions become effective 
before placing its orders. 
And tho 


public will be right. 


Industrial plants that are not stock- 


ed up -will be forced to buy or else 
shut down, but they are not going to 
buy any more coal than will last 
them through tbe time intervening be- 
tween the effectiveness of. the two re- 
ductions. 
Industrial plants Uka to 


save money on fuel juat as well as 
the dome&tlc consumer, and thwy are 
going to reap the benefits ot reduced 
prices to the fullest extent 


AS far as the domestic consumer is 


concerned, he would ta acting like a 
simpleton if be acted otherwise than 
the way in which be Is going to act. 
It plainly wouW be foolish to lay In 
his stock ot coal in April when he 
would know tliut by waiting until 
June 1 he could Bet it for loss money. 


In conducting its rate bearing, tlio 


Interstate C o m m e r c e Commission 
should speed tbe matter up and be 
ready to announce it* decision at tbe 
same time that tbe miners' wage 
agreement is announced. As things 
look now, tho coratuiHHion will not bo 
ready with its decision Tor at least six 
•weeks after Aprtl 1, and sbould such. 
prove to -be the case, a poriod of un- 
certainty lies ahead for tlio producers 
of union-mined coal, as well as for the 
miners, for tho lattor win have no 
work, even at tho reduced wage, until 
the new rail rate takos effect. 


However, tho miners and operators 


will have one comfort; they will know 
that the railroads will suffer almost 
as much as themselves, because it tbe 
operators cannot produce any coal, 
the railroads cannot haul it and there- 
fore cannot enjoy the increase in rev- 
enue that generally accompanies the 
steady movement of coal. 


At the present time, tbe consensus 


of opinion is that the miners will re- 
fuse to accept a reduced wage and will 
go on strike. It such proves to be tlio 
case, it will not mako much difference 
when the freight rate reduction is an- 
nounced, except as it will beneficially 
affect the eastern operators. How- 
ever, should tbe minors accept a cut, 
and should freight rates be reduced 
and become effective at tho same time, 
many buyers will begin to place their 
orders for thin year's co.il supply, 
which will mean an immediate stimu- 
lus to the coal trade and the trans- 
portation buslnesi. Thus tbe public, 
i« producers, the miners and tbe rail- 
roads all will benefit.
